Pend- 
ing the result of conferences between 
Attorney-General Wickersham and 
attorneys for the company, the 


threatened dissolution suit fs being 
delayed. -

the company, which were begun in 
Washington last summer by Edgar A. 
Bancroft, general counsel for the 
Harvester company, later were con- 
tinued at Cedarhurst, Long Island, 
whéve Attorney-General Wickersham 
has been spending the summer. 

They reached the stage, it is said, 
where it will be necessary for Ban- 
croft to refer the question of reor- 


heard persistent Sepents ‘that the Gov- 
ernment was ready to bring an anti- 
trust suit. agafhst the company.

Drs. Fletcher and Randall called upon 
Mayor Kreismann last Friday and hos- 
pital. conditions were discussed. At 
that time the Mayor indicated the ad- 
ministration of Morfit was unsatisfac- 
tory, and the visitors told him they 
believed the best results would be ob- 
tained by asking the resignations of the 
entire commission. : 

Hospital Commissioner Morfit is ex- 
pected to return to the city next Mon- 
day, when it is believed a conference of 
board* members will be held to discuss 
asking ‘his resignation. It is expected 
at least three members 
will concur with the Mayor, thus giv- 
ing a majority. Those who are expect- 
ed to support thé Mayor are Dr. W. 
Johfr. Harris, Benjamin F. Gray and 
Dr. ‘Shapleigh. Both Gray and Shap- 
leigh have ‘criticised hospital conditions 
under Morfit, and Dr. Harris is known 
to be a very ciose friend of the Mayor. 

Councilman Fletcher told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter Wednesday of the con- 
fc rence with Mayor Kreismann. 

“During our conversation.”’ Dr. 
Fletcher said, “the Mayor indicated his 
Gispleasure with the administration of 
the Hospital Commessioner, and I be-

Dr. Fletcher says the investigation 
into hospital affairs has proven that the 
present system is too unwieldy and 
cumbersome. ‘I believe,’’ he said, ‘‘that 
the system will never bring results be- 
cause it is too hard, under the present 
law to fix responsibility. If something 
goes wrong at one gf the institutions 
those in charge must report it to the 
Hospital Commissioner. The Commis- 
sioner can do nothing, however, until 
the matter is reported to the board, 
and then a majonity of the board is 
necessary before a trivial matter can be 
corrected. I favor a board consisting 
of superintendents of the various insti- 
tutions, with the Mayor as chairman.

Commanding Officer at Fort

by the Chief Executive. 





WASHINGTON, Sept. 20. — Private 
Frank B. Bloom, Battery F, Third Field 
Artillery, 
tenant in the United States Army. 

It has taken two examinations, the 
influence of prominent Hebrews 
‘throughout the country, and the repri- 
mand ef a colonel in the army by the 
President-to bring the commission to 
Bloom. 

Bloom is a young Jew, son of the 
post tailor at Fort Myer. About a 
year ago he took an examination for a 
commission. It is not known whether 
he passed the examination mentally, but 
when his papers came up’ for final dis- 
position, Col. Gerrard of the Fifteenth 
Cavalry, commanding officer of Fort 
Myer, made the recommendation that 
because Private Bloom was a Hebrew 
and the son of a post tailor, it was best 
for the service that he ‘did fail’ to 
pass his. examination. ' 

The young man’s mother got hold of 
the indorsement, carried it to Simon 
Wolf here, and the latter put the matter 
before President Taft. The President 
immediately reprimanded Col. Gerrard 
and ordered that the young man again 
be given an opportunity of an examina- 
tion for a commission. 

A few weeks ago Private Bloom was 
ordered to Fort Leavenworth, Kan., for 
his second examination. Word has 
reached the War Department. that he 
successfully passed both the physical 
and menta] examinations and was eligi- 
ble to promotion to a lentenancy. 

Col. Garrard’s indorsement, which 

called forth the rebuke from the Presi- 
dent, was aa. fallows: : 
“The applicant is the son of Joseph A. 
Bloom, of Jewish persuasion, who is now 
and has been for a number of years a 
tailor at Fort Myer. His associates, as 
far as I know, anid those of his family, 
have been enlisted men, and their fam- 
ilies have been respectable. 

“The young man undoubtedly is hon- 
est and upright,“ambitious and probably 
deserving, but for the reasons stated, 
would not desire him in my command as 
an officer and personal associate. 

‘The presence of the applicant's fam- 
ily at a military post would be sub- 
servient of discipline, and their prob-. 
able treatment a source of mortification 
to them and frequent cause of trouble 
to commanding officers. 

“From an experience of many years 
I have found, except in a few cases, few 
communities where Jews are received 
as dsirable social associates.”

Spain, ‘Austiia, Nobwiy, Portu- 
-gal-and England Are Contend- 
ing With Grave Problems. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch 
and New York World. 
LONDON, Sept. 2. — International 
commotions in nearly every country in 
Burope are causing grave alarm here. 
Throughout Spain the strike is hourly 
assuming a more seditious: character. 
The gravity of the situation is reflected 
in the fact that telegrams are arriving 
at the royal palace in Madrid from all 
parts of the country protesting against 
th movement and offering support to 

King Alfonso. 
Senor Barroso, Minister of the In- 
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terior, in an official communication, says 
gcvernmental investigations have proved 
the existence of a revolunionary plot. 
Premier Canalejas says he was fore- 


; Warned of an extensive conspiracy. The 
‘movement, “he declares, is frankly an- 
sarehistic, the strikers motto is ‘‘de- 


struction,”’ and they rarely counsel the 
use of dynamite. 

In Vienna the situation is still seri- 
ous. All places of business ip’ the work- 
rien’s districts were closed Monday. The 
streets are~so strongly patrolled and 
| guarded by troops that the place re- 
sembles an armed camp. Much rioting 
occurred in Budapest, where shops were 
plundered and policemen injured. 

The Socialist leaders in the dual mon- 
archy assert there are many ways to 
carry through a bloodless revolution, 
first by passive resistance and then by 
strikes, which will shortly be adopted 
on an extensive acale. 

Norway is in the throes ‘of an anti- 
militarist agitation, with most disaf- 
fection among the troops. 

The assassination of Stolypin has 
thrown Russia into a ferment, and 
anti-Jewish ‘risings are threatened. 

Portugal is torn by religious and po- 
litical dissensions and business is para- 
lyzed by fear of a. monarchist rising. 

England has many iocal strikes, while 
the Irish railway systems are at a 
standstill. 

The Daily Mail this morning compares 
the spread of unrest to the 1848 period, 
when half the monarchs of Europe lost 
their thrones and “revolution, ruin, sick- 
ness and death ravaged the world.”

After a lapse of seven years the 
First National Bank of Niles, to which 
the life insurance poficies had been as- 
signed, brought suit in the Federal 
courts at St. Louis to enforce payment. 

After the jury had decided that Kim- 
mel was legally dead, and had, gwarded | 
a judgment to the bank, a prisoner in:

Insane, at Matteawan, wrote a letter 
to the-New York Life Insurance Co. de- 
élaring that he was the missing banker. 

The original verdict was reversed 
by the Court of Appeals and the case 
has been in the courts ever since, 
Three trials all resulted in hung jus 
ries, 

“When those insurance cases are tried 
again I am going to St. Louis to prove 
my identity,” he said. ‘“‘They wouldn't 
let me go before. I can convince any 
jury of 12 honest men that I am Kim- 
mel.

Spected. One or twa. promised’ to. tell 
their stories in court if called upon. 

Women Are Ill-Treated. 

‘Tt is not altogether the hours we-ob- 
ject to,”” one of them said, “although 
they are bad enough. But it is the 
treatment we are compelled to endure. 

“It’s pretty hard for a good girl to hold 
her job very long and keep on being a 
good girl. And the better a girl is, very 
often the harder she has to work.” 

One of the women told Mrs. Boundy

A POPULAR BOND ISSUE. 

Would it not be wise for the State Board of 
Fund Commissioners to reconsider their decision 
to issue the capito] loan in bonds of $1000 de- 
nomination in favor of a smaller denomination 
which will put them in reach of the people? Why 
not bonds of $100 denomination, so that citizens 
with small savings may be able to invest -r. them? 

The capitol bonds will be gilt-edged loans. Mis- 
souri’s only indebtedness amounts to $4,398,839.42 
in certificates of debt to the school fund. The 
total indebtedness of- the counties having debts 
amounts to $6,370,278. The warnings of bankers 
and brokers about the probable scarcity of money 
ought not to trouble commissioners with such 
securities to offer. But they are additional rea- 
sons for offers to small investors. They may be 
excuses .or low bids and tight terms. There are 
thousands of farmers, wage earners and persons 
with small capital who would take the bonds 
for safe investment and at better prices than the 
financiers who expect to re-sell them at a profit. 

Issuing bonds in low denominations for small | ? 
investors is good State policy. Foreign Govern- 
ments invariably do this in order that their own 
people may absorb the loans: Americar bonds 
sold abroad are issued in small denominations. 
They are the savings banks of the people. Mis- 
souri would do well to adopt the plan. 
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Senator Works says President Taft is “a mer- 
ry man with a most plausible manner in explain- 
ing away his mistakes.” It is well to be merry 
at times, but the time for a chief executive with 
& tariff problem to be merry is when he has 
helped to fill the consumers’ market basket, not 
when he has helped to empty it through his mis- 
takes:

° ° ° We have become accustomed to 
the regulation of rates of transportation, bat 
the suggestion that prices of commodities be reg- 
ulated by Congress seems novel and radical, Yet 
the principle on which the regulation of trans- 
portation rates ie based is simply that when 
property is used in a manner to make it of public 
consequence and effect the community at large 
it becomes clothed with a public use and may be 
controlled by the public for common good.” 

Said Mr. Taft at Detroit: 

“It needed these two great decisions to teach 
the business public that at least not in the su- 
preme tribunal of this country would the claim 
be listened to that in this day and generation we 
have passed beyond the possibility of free com- 
petition as consistent with proper business 
growth or that we have reached a time ps 
only regulated monopoly and the fizing of prices 
with govermental authority are consistent with 
future progress.” 

What did Attorney-General Wickersham think 
when he read President Taft’s Detroit speech? 
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Even former Excise Commissioner Mulvihill, 
who put the Sunday lid on everything within his 
jurisdiction, sees the folly of a hotel lid. 
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BANKERS WIN PEACE VICTORY. 

It has been a saying for a long time that the 
power of determining peace or war rests with the 
international money-lenders. 

Financial troubles already :ncurred or impend- 
ing forced the end in the Russo-Japanese war. 
Reports undoubtedly true in their general fea- 
tures, if-not in their details, assert that the 
last possibility of war beginning over Morocco 
has been removed by the necessity of providing 
support for the money market in Germany. The 
co-operation of a syndicate in furnishing this 
needed aid was promised only on the stipulation 
prescribed, according to report, by J. P. Morgan, 
that Germany should make satisfactory terms 
with France in the African dispute. It was all 
very simple. Peace with a loan or war ‘without 
one. Berlin, having an urgent need of a loan, 
chose perforce the peaceful alternative. 

It may be that the influence of the captains of 
finance more powerful than the captains of squad- 
rons began a good deal farther back than this, 
The bankers of Paris in conjunction with those 
of England and Russia are suspected of having 





done much toward the creation of the very | 


financial stringency that threatene”* ruin unless 
the loan was forthcoming. If that is true, the 
bankers of France have gained a victory over 
Germany in 1911 to which French soldiers were 
unequal in 1870. 

In the necessities of a nation struggling in 
hostilities, cosmopolitan money-lenders formerly 
found th ic opportunity. They have come to a 
sounder view if they now hold that their interests 
are better served by peace and that the profit on 
national bonds bought at Jepressed war-time 
quotations does not balance a general unsettling 
of values and markets. 

Peace seems on a very stire footing when war 
has to be financed in advance of the declaration 
and credit is extended only on the same princi- 
ple of permanence and stability on which credit 
is extended to trolley lines, water-power en- 
terprises and bridge or tunnel prc‘ects.

“So if a law be in opposition to the Constitu- 
tion, if both the law and Constitution apply to a 
particular case, so that the Court must either 
decide that case conformably to the Constitution, 
disregarding the law, or conformably to the law, 
disregarding the Constitution, 
determine which of these conflicting rules gov- 
ern the case. This is of the very essence of Ju- 
dicial duty. If then, the Courts are to regard the 
Constitution, ang the Constitution is superior to 
any ordinary act of the Legislature, the Consti- 
tution, and not any such ordinary act, must gov- 
ern the case, to which they both apply.”

| It was nearly three months after the 
rains had washed the last dead flower- 
petals from the mound above little 
Georgia when the “land-shark” firm of 
Hamlin & Avery filed gapers upon what 
they considered the ‘fattest’? vacancy 
of the year. 


It should not be supposed that all who 
were termed “‘Jand-sharks’’ deserved the 
name. Many of them were reputable 
men of good business character. Some 
of them could walk into the most august 
councils of the state and say: ‘“‘Gentile- 
men, we would like to have this, and 
that, and matters go thus.“ But, next 
to a three years’ drouth and the boll- 
worm, the Actual Settler hated. the 
Land-shark.. The land-shark haunted 
the Land Office, where all the land rec- 
ords were kept, and hunted “vacancies” 
—that is, tracts of unappropriated pub- 
lic domain, generally invisible upon the 
official maps, but actually ‘existing 
“upon the ground.” The law entitled 
anyone possessing certain state scrip to 
file by. virtue of. same upon any land 
not previously legally appropriated. Most 
of the scrip was now’ in the hands of 
the: land-sharks, Thus, at the cost of 
& few hundred dollars, they often se- 
cured lands worth as many thousands. 
—2 the search ‘for “‘vacancies”’ 
was lively. 

But often—very often—the land they 
thus secured, though legally . ‘“‘unap- 
propriated,’’ would be occupied by happy 
and contented settlers, who had labored” 
for years to build up their homes, only 
to discover that their titles were worth- 
less, and to receive peremptory notice 
to quit. ‘Thus came about the bitter and 
not unjustiffable hatred felt by the’ 
tolling settlers toward the shrewd and 
seldom merciful speculators who,so Often 
turned them forth destitute and home- 
less from their fruitless «labo The 
history of the state teems with? their 
antagonism. Mr. Land-shark seldom 
showed his face on “locations’’ from 


fortunate’ vicitms of a monstrously tan- 
led land system, but let his emissaries 
io the work. ‘l..ere was lead in every 
Cabin, molded into balls for him; many 
of his brothers had enriched the grass 
with their blvod.

boundless leagues the state had to spare! 
However, no one ever had to complain 
of the pony understepping. Nearly every 
old survey in the state contained an ex- 
cess of land. 

In later years, when the state became 
more populous, and’ land values in- 
creased, this careless work entailed in- 
calculable trouble, endless litigation, a 
period of riotous land-grabbing, and no 
little bloodshed. The land-sharks vo- 
raciously attacked these excesses in the 
old surveys, and filed upon such por- 


public domain. Wherever the identifi- 
cations of the old tracts were vague, 
and the corners were not to be clearly 
established, the Land Office would rec- 
cgnize the newer,locations as valid, and 
issue title to the locators. Here was the 
greatest hardship to be found. These 
old surveys, taken from the pick of the 
land, were already nearly all occupied 
by unsuspecting and peaceful settlers, 
and thus their titles were demolished, 
and the choice was placed before them 
either to buy their land over at a dou- 
hile price or to vacate it, with their fam- 
ilies and personal belongings, immediate- 
ly. Land locators sprang up by hun- 
dreds. The country was held up and 
searched for ‘‘vacancies’’ at the point of 
a compass. Hundreds of thousands of 
dollars’ worth of splendid acres were 
wrested from their innocent purchasers 
and holders. There began.a vast hegira 
of evicted settlers in tattered wagons; 
going nowhere, cursing injustice, 
stunned, pufposeless, homeless, hopeless. 
Their children began to look up to them 
for bread and cry.
